Lee announces organizational plans 


Gallaudet President Jerry C. Lee has 
announced organizational plans for 
Gallaudet which will become effective 
on Sept. 1. 

In a letter to members of Gallaudet’s 
faculty and staff, Lee wrote: “Gallaudet 
has made great strides towards a 
cohesive functional structure. Yet many 
functions which are inextricably related 
and interdependent remain isolated. If 
Gallaudet is to meet successfully the 
challenges that lie in the years ahead, it 
must have an organizational structure 
that optimizes communication, coopera- 
tion and coordination. Its organizational 
structure must foster collegiality, 
enhance the College’s ability to secure 
funding, and reinforce rather than 
frustrate positive action. And it must 


College gears up for beginning of fall semester classes 


Freshman orientation 


Approximately 450 members of this 
year’s freshman class arrived on cam- 
pus last week to participate in the New 
Student Orientation. 

The 10-day program began Aug. 13 
and will end in time for the beginning 
of classes Aug. 23. 

Students have met with their aca- 
demic and peer advisers, whose re- 
sponsibility it is to explain to them un- 
dergraduate curriculum requirements 
and help familiarize them with the Col- 
lege environment. 

But those are just two of the goals 
set for the program, which is coor- 
dinated by the Division of Student Af- 
fairs and the Office of Academic Ad- 
vising. 

The program also seeks to develop 
among students:

Academic Advisers Training Program 


They learned about the Gallaudet 
undergraduate curriculum, varied 
academic programs and support ser- 
vices. They also learned about non- 
credit courses, registration procedures 
and how to calculate a grade point 
average. 

For four days, they learned every- 
thing they will need to know in their 
roles as academic advisers for the in- 
coming freshman class.

About half of the 40 academic ad- 
visers are faculty members and half 
staff members from different campus 
offices. They will assist new students, 
working with them on academic plan-

well,” said Siitonen. 


Siitonen had wanted to make a per- 
sonal contribution to the College for a 
long time. Her first association began in 
1974 when she worked with Gallaudet 
on the revision of the employees’ 
benefits package. Four years ago 
MONY was selected as one of the tax 
shelters available here and Siitonen 
became the company’s representative 
at Gallaudet.

ning and developing and achieving 
career goals. 

Sponsored by the Office of Academ- 
ic Advising, the program featured four 
days of training and scheduled the last 
day of the week for planning. The 
career counseling unit of the Division of 
Student Affairs was involved in the 
design and implementation of the train- 
ing. The program was coordinated by 
Astrid Goodstein of the Office of 
Academic Advising and Ann Principato 
of the Counseling and Placement 
Center. 

Academic advising was defined dur- 
ing the training program as a “develop- 
mental process which assists students in 
the clarification of their life/career goals 
and in the development of educational 
plans for the realization of these goals.” 
The adviser serves “as a facilitator of 
communication, a coordinator of learn- 
ing experiences through course and 
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establish new standards of excellence in 
pursuing its mission.” 

The structure that Lee announced in- 
cludes a provost and three vice 
presidents reporting directly to the 
president. John Schuchman will move 
from his present position as vice presi- 
dent for the Division of Academic Af- 
fairs into a new role as provost. Robert 
Davila will continue to serve as vice 
president for the Division of Pre- 
College Programs. James Barnes has 
been promoted from director of Ad- 
ministrative Services to the position of 
vice president for the Division of Ad- 
ministration and Business, and a na- 
tionwide search for the vice president 
for the new division of College Rela- 
tions has already begun. 

Lee said that participants in the 
master planning process currently 
under way at Gallaudet and represen- 
tatives of a major management con- 
sulting firm engaged by the College felt 
that the teaching, public service and 
research functions of Gallaudet were 
too isolated from one another. As pro- 
vost, Schuchman will assume the major 
leadership role in coordinating these 
three important areas of Gallaudet. 
With Vice President Thomas Mayes, as 
well as the deans and faculty, Schuch- 
man is beginning an evaluation of all 
academic units within the new com- 
bined Division in order to recommend 
the structure and staffing required to 
improve the quality of Gallaudet’s 
academic programs. 

The new Division of College Rela- 
tions will encompass functions related 
to most of the external publics of 
Gallaudet. Public relations, develop- 
ment, publications, the National Infor- 
mation Center on Deafness, the Visi- 
tors Center, the Gallaudet Foundation, 
the Gallaudet Press, art, photography 
and printing will fall within this 
Division.

Program trains academic advisers 
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career planning and academic progress 
review, and an agent of referral to 
other campus agencies as necessary.” 

To help them carry out their respon- 
sibilities, the advisers were given infor- 
mation on academic policies and cur- 
riculum, student services and programs; 
an overview of the New Student Orien- 
tation program in which they were to 
participate the following week; and in- 
formation on student characteristics. In 
addition, the training program provided 
exercises for skill development in advis- 
ing effectiveness, interpersonal com- 
munication and group leadership. 

During the New Student Orientation, 


the advisers lead get-acquainted discus- 
sions with the students, group discus- 
sions about communication modes, lib- 
eral arts education, testing and the 
academic curriculum and policies; con- 
ducted individual interviews with the 
students; and made referrals when ap- 
propriate to student support offices. 


During the academic year, the ad- 
visers’ responsibilities will include 
developmental, informational and 
clerical tasks such as assisting with 
career planning decisions through 
course selections, explaining academic 
procedures and monitoring students’ 
course selections.

A hearing sports federation in Co- 
logne, West Germany, is sponsoring a 
track meet Aug. 27 for World Class 
athletes returning from the Olympics. 
The federation has invited the deaf 
athletes from seven countries, including 
the Americans, to participate in this 
meet. Two special events have been 
added to the program for the deaf 
tracksters. 

After arriving in Frankfurt, the 
Americans will journey to Cologne 
where they will stay and train for the 
first meet on Aug. 27. They will drive 
to West Berlin the following day and 
prepare for the international track meet 
Sept. 1. After a day’s rest, the team 
will drive back to Frankfurt and fly back 
to New York on Labor Day.

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Headed by Lee, the Central Ad- 
ministration of Gallaudet will include 
Schuchman, Davila, Barnes, the new 
vice president for College Relations and 
three members of the Office of the 
President: Mervin Garretson, the 
Special Assistant to the President for 
Advocacy, and Doin Hicks and Jack 
Gannon in newly created roles. 

Hicks is leaving his position as vice 
president for Research to head the Of- 
fice of Institutional Research, Planning 
and Evaluation. His new office has 
been established within the Office of 
the President to provide the data need- 
ed for effective planning, evaluation and 
delivery of all Gallaudet programs. 

Gannon will focus on enhancing the 
College’s relationships with Gallaudet 
alumni and schools and organizations 
serving deaf people in his new role as 
executive director for Alumni Relations 
and Advancement. He moves into the 
Office of the President from his former 
position as director of Alumni and Pub- 
lic Relations. 


Garretson’s role in deaf advocacy will 
expand as he assumes the major re- 
sponsibility for the National Center for 
Law and the Deaf and the International 
Center on Deafness. 

In addition within the Office of the 
President, Sue Ellis will continue in her 
role as congressional liaison. Lillian 
Holt has been named administrator: 
president and Board of Trustees, and 
Irene Tarburton will serve as office ser- 
vice supervisor. 

Lee said that he will continue to 
evaluate the organizational structure of 
Gallaudet and to make changes as — 
needed.
